1. SCHEDULING. WE ARE CONTINUING TO CONSULT CLOSELY 
WITH FOREIGN DEPARTMENT PROTOCOL CHIEF TO WORK OUT 
DETAILED SCHEDULE ALONG GENERAL OUTLINE SUGGESTED IN 
REF H. HOWEVER, GIVEN PALACE RELUCTANCE TO MAKE FINAL 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTMENT - AROUND 
WHICH REST OF ONE-DAY SCHEDULE MUST BE BUILT - UNTIL
